Frank Foster nnd Edward Mnlonoy were 
• arrested in Waukegan Saturday ovoning by 
. Chief of Police Tyrrell on suspicion and 
were afterward discovered to bo the two 
men who burglnrized the /residence of 
Ralph Baker, millionaire lumberman, at 
Springfield Wednesday night of last 
week. 

Chief of Police Se'ngo of Springfield came 
to Waukegan Monday morning, identified 
the two men ob auspicious characters he haB 
seen ubout the state capital, and locking 
them together with handcuffs took them 
onck to Springfield. 

Foster and Moloney were reported to the 
i police to be tryincf to sell knives and vari- 
ous small articles from door to door about 
the city, one of the families they 
proached giving the alarm. 

Officer Davis was detailed to tho chase, 
but the men saw him coming and fan up 
an alloy, succeeding in getting away. 

Chief Tyrrell, then suspecting that the 
flight covered up something more thon a 
mere peddling stunt withouta license, took 
up tho chase in person and corraled the 
two at the Sherman; House bar. Ho found 
$150 in loot ou their persons later at tho 
police station when thoy were searched. 

Foster and Mnlonoy grew "tough" when 
arrested and stood on their rights as "citi- 
zens." They were inclined to'resist arrest 
and might have put up u battle had not 
Vk-^^Ptoell mot OfficerTrron at the end 
ot*""7bo South Genesee street bridge and 
handed one of his prisoners over to him, 
himself taking charge of tho other. 

All attempts to get a confession from the 
two men failed and when they left, hand- 
cuffed, with Chief Seago Monday morning 
thoy had not broken their silence as re- 
gards where thoy got the loot. 

The plunder served as a clue by which 
tho name of the city where thoy hud robbed 
qjid even the name of tho man whose house 
they had looted became know. 

The plunder camo from the residence of 

Ralph Baker, a millionaire lumberman, 

. who is now in Florida for the winter with 

his family.

Peter J. Ross Succumbed to Dread Disease 
In Chicago February 14, 1908 

On account of a number of incorrect 
rumors having been circulated in regard 
to the death of Mr. Ross, his friends have 
handed us tho following article for pub- 
lication, which to their knowledge is true 
and correct. 

On Wednesday morning, Feb. 12, the 
citizens of Trevor and business associates 
of Peter J. Ross were startled by the an- 
nouncement of a telegram from Chicago 
that ho was soriously sick at tho Windsor- 
Clifton hotel. Tho attack which ended his 
lifo came upon him soon after luncheon 
tho ildy previous and he went to his room 
and to bnd. In a few hours he grew rap- 
idly worse. A physician was summoned 
who pronounced hiB disease acnto Brjght'a 
disease, and ho wits "conveyed at once to 
the Lakeside hospital. 

Intimate friends immediately went to 
him, also his homo physician, Dr. Becker. 
Every possible effort that medical atten- 
tion or skilled nursing could uo was done, 
but-death.came after two days of hopeless 
watching and its news enured a thrill of 
sadnpss and. mourning to prevudo the entire 
community. 

At time of his death Mr. Hubert' E. 
Robbins nnd Mr. Charles C. Chambers 
were at his bedside, while closed in tho 
physician's private > office were others com- 
forting to the best of their ability the one 
nearer nnd dearer to him than all others. 
Mr. Ross had made but few complaints of 
not feeling well, therefore his ill health 
was known to only a few. K 
•His body was brought to Trevor Monday 
afternoon nnd tnken to the home of Mr. 
Robbins where his funeral occurred on 
Tuesday afternoon at four o'clock, Rev. 
Montaguo of Lake Mills Wis., officiated, 
and beautiful music wf.s rendered hya 
male quartette from Chicago. A largo 
concourse of friends and business asso- 
ciates from Chicago and '-Burlington at- 
tended. The floral tributes were prnfute 
His employes attended in l\ body and his 
pall bearers were his most intimate frionds 
and co-workers of Trevor. 

Peter J. Ross was born Sopt. 1, 1872, at 
Blythe, Ontario, Canada, and moved with 
his family 'to Fargo; N. D M in 1880. After 
completing hi* education he entered tho 
sheep iudustry following that vocation for 
fifteon years. In September, 1905, became 
to Trevor, Wis., as superintendent of the 
stock yards which position ho. filled up to 
the time of his death", Feb. 14. 1908. 

Of bin immediate family only four sur- 
vive: Mr. John Ross of Alaska, Mr. Daniel 
C. Ross of Ruler. N. D., Mrs. Geonro 
Brown of Wild Rice, N. D. and Dr. Kath- 
erine Ross of Mynot, N. D., and one cousin 
Miss Annie McICenzie, a'teacher in one of 
tho Chicago schools; all being present at 
the funenil but tho first mentioned who 
w»s unabla to reach here. 

His body was interred in the Liberty 
cemetery.

was found dead in a 6no\v pile near his 
Lome in Highland Park, two weeks ago, 
has led to a clash between the companies 
nnd the coroner of Lake county as to the 
cause.of Mr. Brace's death. 

Tho insurance firms declare they will not 
pay a cent of the insurance which was car- 
ried by tho victim because they insist he 
died from natural causes. Opposed to this 
is thocoroner'n jury which found that Mr. 
Brace had frozen to death. If the insur- 
ance companies had accepted the. coroner's 
verdict they would have been compelled to 
pay the policies. 

A post mortem examination was held by 
Dr. Joseph Springer, former coroner's phy- 
sician, in behalf of the Fidulty Casualty 
company. $7,500; Aetna company, £5.000; 
North American com puny v 85.000 and the 
Pacific^.Mulual company, $5*,000 

Theautopsy, was also attended by Dr. 
Adolpli Gehrman of the Columbia labora- 
tory, representing the Aetna company, and 
other physicians. Dr. Charles D. Brace, a 
brother of the dead mail came from Mary- 
land, and witnessed the post mortem ex- 
amination. Prof. Robert F. Zeit, of the 

Northwestern , university represented the 
family. 

Tho autopsy, according to Dr. Springer,' 
revealed that death was from natural 
causes, although it was found that the feet, 
hands and kiieua had bemi fi../.cii.

A practice march of 175 miles is to bo 
undertaken in July by the First Cavalry 
regiment of tho Illinois National Guard, 
according to arrangements just completed 
by Col. Milton J. Foreman and •other 
officers. 

The annual encampment at Springfield 
will bo abandoned this year in favor of the 
march. It is desired to determine just 
how well prepared the regimont is to un- 
dertake actual service in the field and in 
that lies the reason for the march. 

Tho start. will, bo made from Chicago on 
July 20, with about 4G0 men and 'forty 
officers in line, as well as a wagon train of 
twenty-four vehicles. Tho route will lie 
up Milwaukee avenue to Diamond Lake, 
thence to Fox Lake, thence across country 
to Waukegan and thence south, along the 
lake shore to Chicago. 

Two regular army officers will aocompany 
the regiment and will mnke a report to the 
war department at Washington as to their 
observations. 

"We believe that this mnrclrwill be an 
oxcellent thing for the regiment and will 
give us all a good idea of just what our 
capabilities and our weaknesses are," said 
Lieut. Col. W. II. Whigam. "As far as I 
kuow this is tho first time in the history of 
the United States militia that such a march 
has been undertaken by a cavalry regiment 
of the, national gnard. Tho idea is Col. 
Foreman's. I think the march will be" 
beneficial in many ways."

A POSSIBILITY 

FOR WAUKEGAN 

Woolen mills for Waukegan. 

This is thejatest proposition to which 
the Waukegan Commercial Association in- 
dustrial committee hns given consideration. 
Atrent Sampson has placed himself in com- 
munication with promoters nnd the pros 
pects nppear to indicate that there will bo 
"something doing." 

Members of tho Chicago Association of 
Commerce have interested themselves in a 
number of weal thy concerns which are 
considering removal to this section, nnd it 
is possible that Waukegan will he selected 
as a site. 

The proposition is to bring tho com- 
panies to what is known as tho Chicago 
zone, which includes Wankcffan, and 
Agent Sampson has been in communication 
with W. H. Mnnss, industrial agent for 
the Chicago association. 

It is stated that five woolen mills nnd at 
lenst one cotton* mill, all located in Massa- 
chusetts, are considering tho advisability 
of removing to the west and they have been, 
so it is reported, impressed with tho possi- 
bilities offered by the Chicago zone. 
. One of the strongest arguments that is 
being advanced in favor of the proposed 
removal is the claim that it will make 
popsible a saving of several hundred thous- 
ands of dollars annnall> for manufacturing 
concerns located in the immediute vicinity 
of Chicago. 

. It is estimated that the makers of woolen 
clothing who are located in Chicago use 
25.000,000 yards of cloth each year. 

Mr. Manss, at recent date, submitted a 
communication soliciting the co-operation 
of the Waukegan industrial organization 
in bringing the new industries into the 
west. 

That the Waukegan organization is 
willing and that it will offer suitable sites, 
has been made known to Mr. Manss nnd it 
is expected that bo will bo heard from 
within the next fow days.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

Former (lovernor Riclmrd Yates has an- 
nounce hmumlf us a candidate for the Re- 
publican iioniihution for povernor. It is 
now generally believed that, it is to be n 
ficrlit between Deneen and Yates. Speaker 
Shnrtliff, Jud#e McEweti and Brundaee 
will no doubt retire from the race. 



United Stntes and Japan, precisely aa has 
every other conservative Japanese states- 
man. The Ambassador declares that it re- 
flects on the preaB of the- United States 
that bellicose stories should have found 
their way into print. With unblushing 
effrontery, some newspapers which a short 
time ajzo were declaring: that war was in- 
evitable are sayinK now that it is all a 
mistake, that there is no dimmer of wnr 
with Japan over tho immigration question, 
but that what they moant to say wan that 
the war would bo over the "open door" in 
Manchuria. But war they muafhave at 
any price. 



The old fight of commercialism versus 
scenic beauty is on atrain in Congress and 
Niagara Falls hangs in the balance. If 
you value the beauty of the falls write your 
congressman not to permit the Alexander 
bill to puss. The trusts" want the water 
power and care nothing for the beauty of 
the Falls. 



There is reason to believe that the Senate 
will ratify the new arbitration treaties 
which tho President is preparing to Bend 
in, the French treaty having been submit- 
ted already. This is as it should be. The 
United States has always stood first in set- 
ting to the world the example of submit- 
ting to arbitration rather than go to war, 
and no man has done more to promote the 
world's peace than Theodore Roosevelt. 



It is a matter of extreme chagrin to the 
President that a certain trading company 
is exerting its influence in congress to pre- 
vent his being able to keep his promise 
and relinquish $13,000,000 of the 
$24.O0O,0O0which Cbina'obligated herself 
to pay to tho United States ns damages 
growing out of the Boxer uprising. The 
claim of this company, and that of all 
others who suffered damages as a result of 
the Boxer troubles, was adjudicated by the 
department of state; ita alleged damages 
were scaled from 8400,000 to $70,000 and 
the matter was, presumably, closed bix 
yearn ago! Now the company is using its 
infliieucc in thu House to prevent passage 
of the measure authorizing the President 
to make. pood hi* promise. 



The idea suggested by M. O. Leigblorr; 
of the geological survey, that disastrous 
floods can bo prevented by constructing 
conservation reservoirs along the bank*, of 
those rivers which' run through mountain- 
ous country is likely to command consider- 
able attention. Mr. Leighton says that 
tho Ohio river is especially adapted to tho 
construction of such reservoirs. His plan 
iB to construct the reservoirs in natural 
overflow basins, to keep them empty during 
normal conditions but, when tho river 
rises to the danger point to turn the over- 
flow into the reservoirs. There it could bo 
conserved until n period of low water when 
it could be turned back into the channel 
thus facilitating navigation and maintain- 
ing effective waterpower. Mr. Leighton 
points out that the last flood cost the Ohio 
valley about $100,000,000, and it is prob- 
able the present one will cost as much, and 
that by the expenditure of a like sum once, 
for the construction of reservoirs, all future 
damage could be averted.

Washington. — Serious Industrial dis- 
putes in prospect were In the mind of 
President Roosevelt when ho wrote a 
letter to the interstate commerce com- 
mission which has been made public. 
He says that Information has reached 
him that on account of the enactment 
of drastic laws by the congress and by 
the various state legislatures It is re- 
garded as necessary by railroad com- 
• ponies to reduce the pay of employes. 
He points out that, under the law, 
cither party may demand the services 
of the chairman of the Interstate com- 
merce commission and of the commis- 
sioner of labor as a board of concilia- 
tion. He suggests, therefore, that the 
interstate commerce commission make 
such an investigation as will enable It 
to furnish data concerning wage condi- 
tions on various railroads as may re- 
late, directly or indirectly, to the pos- 
sible Intending controversy. 

Notice Served, Says Chief. 

The text of the president's letter 
follows: 

"The White House, Washington, 
Feb. 18, 1908.— To the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission: I am informed 
that a number of railroad companies 
have served notice of a proposed reduc- 
tion of wages on their omployes. One 
of them, the Louisville & Nashville, 
iu announcing the reduction, states 
that 'the drastic laws Inimical to the 
•Interests of the railroads that have in 
the past year or two been enacted by 
congress and the state legislatures* 
are largely or chiefly responsible for 
tho conditions requiring tho reduc- 
tion. Undor such circumstances It is 
.possible that the public may soon be 
confronted by serious industrial dis- 
putes, and tho law provides that In 
such case either party may demand 
the services of your chairman and of 
tho commissioner of labor as a board 
of mediation and concllatlon. These 
reductions In wages may bo warrant- 
ed, or they may not. 

Public* Is Vitally Interested, 
j "As to this, tho" public, which Is n 
Vitally Interested party, can form no 
judgment without a more complete 
knowledge of th« essential facts and 
real merits of the case than it now 
has or than It can possibly obtain 
from tho special pleadings certain to 
be put forth by each side In case their 
dispute should bring about serious In- 
terruption to traffic. If the reduction 
In wages Is duo to natural causes, the 
Toss of. business being such that the 
b'urden- should be, and is, equitably 
distributed between capitalist and 
wage worker, tho public should know 
It. If It Is caused by legislation, the 
public and congress should know It, 
and If It is caused by misconduct In 
the past financial or other operations 
of any railroad, then everybody should 
tinow It, especially if the' excuse of 
unfriendly legislation is advanced aB a 
method of covering up past business 
misconduct by the railroad managers, 
or as a justification for failure to 
treat fairly the. employe." 



St. Petersburg. — Llqut. Gen. Stoea- 
sel, once known as "the Hero of Port 
Arthur," was condemned to death 
Thursday evening by a military court 
for the surrender of that fort to tho 
Japanese. 

Gen. Fock, who commanded the 
Fourth East Siberian division of Port 
Arthur, was ordered reprimanded for 
a disciplinary offense, which was not 
connected with the surrender, and 
Gen. Smirnoff, acting commander of 
the fortress, and MaJ. Gen. Reiss, 
chief of staff to Gen. Stoessel, were

acquitted of the charges against them 
for lack of proof. The court recom- 
mended that the death sentence upon 
Lieut. Gen. Stoessel bo commuted to 
ten years imprisonment in a fortress 
and that he be excluded from the serv- 
ice. Gen. Vbdar, president of the 
court, read the sentences amid a tense 
silence. By a great effort of self-con- 
trol, Gen. Stoessel maintained a rigid 
soldler-llko impassivity. Gen. Smir- 
noff also was seemingly unmoved, but 
there were tears In the eyes of Gen. 
Reiss. 

The sentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon Gen. Stoessel, "for sur- 
rendering the fortress before all the 
means of defense had been exhausted; 
for falling to enforce his authority, 
and for military misdemeanors."

Chicago. — Thirty years In 
penitentiary for William Jones

rendering a verdict of guilty. 
t Imprisonment In tho penitentiary for 
25 years was the punishment meted 
out by the jurynwn to Mrs. Alzlna 
Birmingham, while the woman's hus- 
•band, William Jones, alias Blrmlng- 
• ham, was sentenced to 30 years at 
hard lab6r In tho same Institution. In- 
cidents of tense dramatic Interest 
marked tho return of the verdict 
, Tho reading of the decision of the 
, jurymen by Court Clerk Schmidt pre- 
cipitated a scene seldom witnessed In 
the criminal court of the county. The 
woman kidnaper, with her back to tho 
wall within a few feet of the jury box, 
heard tho words that doomed her to 
imprisonment for the next quarter of 
a century. Tho sentencing of her com- 
panion affected her but little. "We, 
tho Jury, find the defendant, Alzlna 
Jones, alias Birmingham, guilty and 
•l)x her punishment at 25 years im* 
prlsonraent In tho penitentiary."

Explosion at Berkeley, Cal., Fatal to 
Chinese and Whites. 

Berkeley, Cal. — With a force 
that shook the entire bay region 
like an earthquake the packing house 
of the Hercules Powder works at Pin- 
ole, 14 miles north of here, blow up 
late Thursday afternoon and in the 
explosion four white men and 24 
Chinamen were killed. 

Ten tons of dynamite went up in 
the terrific blast, shattering tho sheds 
to dust and splinters. 

W. W. Stlllwell, foreman of the 
packing house, was blown to atoms at 
his post of duty. Manuel Enos, Joseph 
Grace and W. A. Rodriguez were the 
other white men killed. Tho 28 dead 
Included every man who was at work 
In tho packing house. Flames burst 
forth in the ruins following the explo- 
sion, and threatened tho gelatine 
house, where two score glrlB were at 
work. A panic ensued, and many were 
cut by flying glass and crushed and 
trampled In the mad rush for the 
doors. The Iobb to the company due 
to the accident Is placed at about 
1100,000. No definite cause for the 
accident can be given. 



AU8TRALIA WANTS FLEET. 



Presence of Battleships Desired— Big 
Fete Is Promised. 

Melbourne, Australia. — Australia 
wants the American fleet of battle- 
ships, now on its way to San Fran- 
cisco, to come to this country. The 
government already has given the 
matter due consideration and a letter 
has been sent to President Roosevelt 
Inviting the fleet to visit the chief 
Australian ports, in tho hope that 
"such a visit would mark a new era In 
the history of this part of tho world." 

Accept American Terms. 
Tokyo.— Tho memorandum of the 
Japanese government In reply to that 
of the United States on tho subject of 
emigration was handed to Ambassador 
O'Brien Wednesday. It is understood 
that it agrees In tho general terms 
with a number of suggestions made by 
the American government, and re- 
quires a further restriction of emigra- 
tion.

CATHOLIC PRIEST IS SHOT 



ASSASSIN'S BULLET KILLS 
HEINRICHS AT ALTAR.

Guarnaccto, a Discontented Italian, 
Shoots Reverend In Church — Con- 
fesses to Police When Taken. 



SENATOR LATIMER IS DEAD. 



Denver, Col.— Father Leo Helnrlchs 
was shot and killed when administer- 
ing the sacrament at mass in St. Eliza- 
beth's Catholic church, Eleventh and 
Curtis streets, this city, Sunday. 
Kneeling at the altar rail, between two 
women, Gulseppo Guaranaccto pressed 
the muzzle of a revolver against the 
body of the priest, after receiving from 
him the consecrated wafer, and shot 
the priest through the heart Exclaim- 
ing, "My God, My God," Father Leo 
fell without uttering another word. 
With an inarticulate scream tho as- 
sassin sprang into the aisle and, wav- 
ing the smoking pistol about his head, 
dashed to the church door. For a mo- 
ment tho hundred or more people in 
the church were dazed. Then a woman 
shrieked and tho congregation became 
panic stricken. Some women fainted, 
and many became hysterical. Sev- 
eral men rushed to tho aid of the 
priest, and others started In pursuit 
of tho murderer. Among tho latter 
was Patrolman Daniel Cronln, who 
overtook the fleeing Italian on the 
steps. Guarnncctoattompted to shoot 
the policeman but was foiled and 
overpowered only after a desperate 
fight In which Beveral men had come 
to the assistance of the officer. 

Although no actual demonstration 
against the murderer of Father Leo 
was made there was much talk around 
town throughout the day of tho justlco 
of lynching him. In order to avoid 
an attack on the city jail, Guarnaccto 
was taken to tho county Jail, a more 
easily defended building, where he re- 
mained several hours. Small groups 
of men began to congregate near the 
county jail, and after a consultation 
the authorities decided to take Guar- 
naccto out of town. Accordingly he was 
hustled Into an automobile and a fast 
run was made to Littleton, 14 miles 
from Denver, where a train was board- 
ed for Colorado Springs. 



South Carolina Statesman Is Vlctom 
of Peritonitis. 

Washington. — Senator Asbury C. 
Latimer of South Carolina died at 
Providence hospital at 9:15 a. m. 
Thursday of peritonitis. He had 
been at the hospital since Sunday last, 
when he underwent an operation for 
appendicitis, it was then discovered 
that he was suffering with a far more 
serious ailment. Tho bowels had bo- 
come twisted and his condition was 
found to be such that surgeons held 
out little hope for his recovery. Ho 
rallied, however, and his progress was 
satisfactory until soven o'clock Wedno 
day evening, when steadily he began to 
grow worse. At midnight It appeared 
that recovery was Impossible. 

The members of the senator's family 
were with him when ho died, having 
been Informed that there was little 
hope that ho would survive tho night. 
Col. Ransn^pll, sergeant-at-arras of tho 
senate, at once made arrangements 
for the removal of the body to tho 
Latimer homo at Bolton, S. C. 

As a mark of respect for tho mem- 
ory of Senator Latimer tho senate ad- 
journed Thursday. 

Mr. Latimer was 57 years of age. 
He was especially Interested In good 
roads and probably did more to pro- 
mote tho national movement for gov- 
ernment building of good roads than 
any other member of congress.

Spring Valley, N. Y.— A foam-
